NOTORIOUS THIEF CAUGHT AGAIN, 


“Old Chauncey ” Johnson, Aged 738, Is 
Sent te Prison Once More. 

New Tork, Dec. , 3.—{Special.}—* Old 
Chauncey ’’ Johnson, as the police affec- 
tionately call him, pleaded guilty today to 
stealing $25 from a satchel in a Twenty- 
third street book store. Judge Newburger 
sent Old Chauncey ” to the penitentiary 
for a year. He is very much at home in 
prison, for he has passed thirty years of 
his seventy-five there. 

“Old Chauncey” seemed to be broken- 
hearted that he Was caught stealing a 
trifling $25. It reflects on his reputation of 
having stolen more money than any other 
man alive who has been caught stealing. 

He was sentenced in 1852 to five years for 
a silk robbery in Reade street. He stole 
$26,000 from a bank at Hartford, Conn., 
and was sentenced to another five years. 
In Philadelphia Chauncey picked up a dogen 
busidies of $50 bills with a wire hook from 
under the nose of a bank paying teller. He 
was sentenced to three yearsin prison. Aft- 
erwards he impersonated a new boékkeeper 
in another bank and got gway with $25,000, 

Chauncey walked into the office of the 
President of the Central Bank in this city 
in 1871 and took $125,000 in United States 
bonds from his desk. Once he robbed the 
safe of the Fifth Avenue Hotel and was 
sent to prison for ten years.

This is a fearfully dramatic tale of revenge. 
The character of Gaspard, the man who has 
been robbed of wife and child by a heart- 
less pirate, and who has waited twenty 
years for his revenge, is real and intensely 
human. It is Pierre who gets the man’s 
story from him in snatches.

Trustees Boldenweck, Carter, Eckhart, and 
Mallette, by the votes of Trustee Braden 
and the four Democrats—Wenter, Jones, 
Kelly, and Smyth. 

That became the vote by which all the 
day’s important business was transacted. 


Tempest Over Stone Matter. 

Next the combination sprung the resolu- 
tion demanding the removal of Treasurer 
Stone. It was no sooner read than the board 
saw there was to be a tempest. It was in- 
stantly recognized by the minority that the 
combination might follow its compact right 
down, ousting all the officials scheduled for 
removal without waiting for the. annual 
meeting. Nach member took a whack at the 
situation. 

“ Officers of the board,” President Eckhart 
said, are elected for terms to last during 
the pleasure of the board, but where changes 
are desired it is usual to give notice in a 
quiet way in order that the official may en- 
joy the courtesy of having a chance to re- 
sign. I think it would be much better to act 
in this way, and in view of the annual elec- 
tion of officers on Tuesday next to take no 
action at all at this time, but if a change in 
the Treasurer is desired to elect another in 


the regular way to take Mr. Stone's place.“ 


A vote of five yeas backed up Trustee 
Braden'’s demand to act on the resolution 
without delay. 


Carter Denounces It. 

Trustee Carter then arose with fire in his 
eyes to denounce the program of the coni- 
bination. 

It is an insult,’’ he said, to fire an 
official without any notice whatsoever with- 
in a week of the regular time to elect a 
successor. It is also a shameless trifling 
with the interests and reputation of this 
board. It is of the utmost importance that 
no error like this should be committed, be- 
cause the only great work now before this 
board—with the undertaking almost com- 
pleted—is in finance. We need confidence 
in the board to complete and pay for this 
enterprise. The whole district looks to the 
board to give its best efforts and wisdom 
to the winding up of the giant task, and I 
am amazed that some trustees should so 
descend into petty matters and be moved 
by personal interests to consent to such a 
pusillanimous act.“ 


Mr. Wenter Is Amazed. 

Mr. Wenter was on his feet for a defense 
of the combination before the’ speaker had 
finished his arraignment. 

“The member was not amazed a year 
ago,” Mr. Wenter said, when after four 
years of the most unbounded prosperity a 
reorganization occurred, and, before the ink 
was scarcely dry on election certificates, 
men who had done their duty well from 
the beginning of the canal project were 
Our friends 
then said that was non-partisan. We are 
going to be non-partisan now. Republicans 
and Democrats will act together, and will 
look out the best interests of the enter- 
prise ont. You are reaping the fruits of 
what has n sown, and nothing else. 


Hard Work, Economy, Etc. 


We mean to show that the integrity of 
this board does not depend upon an official 
who sits with his feet under a mahogany 
table at high-toned clubs. It is in the hard 
work and economy and honesty of this 
board. Removing Mr. Stone, therefore, will 
be e for the good of the district, and we 
will put in his place a man who can be seen 
by members of the board at any time upon 
the channel’s business and whose other 
duties are not so weighty that he has no time 
left for talking business with us.“ 

Trustee Boldenweck then went on record 
for his dissatisfaction with the schemes of 
Braden’s combination. He in turn was 
amazed at Mr. Wenter’s position. 

„During Mr. Wenter’s term of office,”’ he 
said, the district was rolling in wealth, 
bonds were sold, taxes came in easily, and 
there was no trouble. Now, however, there 
are straits, and it will take some good 
financiering to sail the ship of this project 
to a safe harbor. Mr. Wenter favored the 
election of Mr. Stone two years ago. Why 
has he undergone a change of heart now? 
Simply because of a compact which has been 
formed and whose behests must be filled to 
the letter.

Then arose the man who had formed the 
combination and dictated its terms. 

“I want to say this,“ said Trustee Braden. 
“during the summer and panicky times I 
never got a chance to get acquainted with 
— Stone, as he had but little time for the 

oard's affairs, but I saw other bankers, and 
they said they intended to do nothing to” 
uphold the credit of the district, as Stone 
had availed himself of all the perquisites 
connected with the position of Treasurer, 
and they had no chance to share them with 
him. Now, it strikes me his removal will

STEINWAY AT REST IN GREENWOOD. 


Carl Schurs Is 5 with Grief 
Daring His Address at the Public 
Obsequies Over the Body. 


New York, Dec. 2.—[Special.]—A most im- 
pressive ceremony attended the publle ob- 
sequies over the body of the late William 
Steinway in Liederkranz Hall this after- 
noon. The services in the hall opened with 
Beethoven's funeral march, played by the 
orchestra of the Liederkranz. Hundreds of 
people stood up in the hall, every foot of 
which was filled. 

There was a deep hush over all when the 
Männerchor began Zoliner’s Requiem.“ 
Mme. Lillian Blauvelt sang the solo. 

Directly following the requiem came Carl 
Schurz’s address. He had talked but a short 
while when women began to weep. A few 
men also put their handkerchiefs to their 
eyes, and suddenly Carl Schurz himself 
broke down. 

He said in German: Pardon me,“ and 
then tried to start again. He made three 
attempts to speak and as often broke down. 
He finally recovered, and with difficulty con- 
cluded by paying the dead a tribute as a man 
and as a lover and promoter of all that is 
good and beautiful. 

First Vice-President Julius Hoffman fol- 
lowed with a touching tribute. 

Mme. Emma Eames then sang an Ave 
Maria, with organ and violin accompani- 
ment. Edouard de Reszke sang L’ Addio,” 
and Mile. Olitzke sang in German, Into 
Thy Hands I Commend My Spirit.“ 

The Rev. Dr. Eaton followed with prayer, 
after which the Männerchor sang a burial 
song. 

While the orchestra played Chopin's 
Funeral March,“ those present filed past 
the coffin to get a last look at the dead. Be- 
fore the removal of the remains from the 
Steinway residence to the hall, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Eaton conducted a short Episco- 
pal service, and when this was concluded and 
the funeral procession formed, more than 
1,000 employés of the late Mr. Steinway 
formed in a column behind the hearse. 

At the conclusion of the -services tha 
funeral procession proceeded to Greenwood 
Cemetery, where the body was placed in the 
Steinway Mausoleum on Chapel Hill. 

The Männerchor of the Liederkranz ac- 
companied the funeral to Greenwood Cem- 
etery and sang while the body was placed 
in its last resting place.

Thomas B. Reid of Appleton led in the dis- 
cussion. He severely scored Milwaukee for 
its lack of enterprise in not raising suffi- 
cient money to finance the project. He said 
Milwaukee was noted for its lack of enter- 
Prise. For years a railroad had been trying 
to get an entrance to the city but the people 
of the city, blind to their and its interests, 
had persistently fought against it in the 
Legislature: Milwaukee ought to go to 
Madison and get a large grant of space in the 
archives of the State and file away the record 
of their monumental municipal folly in al- 
lowing this opportunity to get away from it. 

Edgar Coleman defended Milwaukee and 
attributed the failure to the hard times and 
to the fact that the people had no money 
to waste in novelties. Alvin Kletsch aleo 
defendéd this city. He agreed to head a 
committee to make a new attempt to raise 
the money. After three hours of agony the 
committee decided to give Milwaukee until 
Jan. 12 to raise the necessary amount. The

LATE FIRE IN THE LIND BUILDING. 


Firemen Have Hard Work in Subdu- 
ing Flames—Possibly $20,- 
000 Loss. 


Fire in the Lind Block, Market and Ran- 
dolph streets, early this morning.did dam- 
age to the building and its contents es- 
timated at from $6,000 to $20,000. 

Owing to dangerous exposures a 2-ll 
alarm was sent in. The fire was subdued 
after an hour's fight. 

The fire originated in the rooms cccupied 
by Bloomfield & Raap as a machine shop. 
The blaze was d@iscovered by Policeman 
Stocker. He gave an alarm, but before the 
department arrived the fire had gained great 
headway and the firemen were unable to 
make any apparent headway. The entire 
fifth floor and parts of the sixth and seventh 
floors were soon a mass of flames. The 
building is seven stories in height and in- 
cludes Nos. 28 to 36 in Market street and Nos. 
255 to 263 in Randolph street.

the Iowa statesman? 


He speaks of a national currency “ based 
upon gold and silver. Are the notes to be 
redeemable on and in those metals? 
If so, om what terms is silver to be used— 


on the basis of its commercial ratio or some. 
other and less safe ratio? 


How is the government to get the gold and 
silver which are to form the basis of this 
proposed national curreney, which is to take 
the place of the national bank notes, to be 
obtained? Are bonds to be sold for that 
purpose in time of peace? If so, are they to 


ve bonds payable in gold or silver valued in 


gold, or in what? 

Are these notes, constituting the currency 
which Boies wants the government to con- 
trol, to be paid out as fast as they are paid 
in, or are they to be canceled when re- 
deemed, like a Bank of England note, and 
no new notes issued until there is more gold 
or silver in the Treasury for the new notes 


to be based upon? 


The government cannot issue a silver cer- 


tificate unless it has in its possession a silver 


dollar with which to redeem it. Does ex- 
Gov. Boies ha ve in mind a national currency 
with a gold dollar or a gold dollar's worth 
of silver behind every paper dollar? That 
would be a e and sound currency, Or 
docs he want to add to the capacity for 
mischief of the “endless chain” by in- 
creasing the volume of notes redeemable in 
specie without increasing the stock of 


specie to correspond ?

THE WAY TO DEAL WITH NEVADA. 

In 1880 Nevada had 62,266 inhabitants, 
the largest number she ever had. In 1890 
she had 42,491. In 1880 she*cast 18,342 
votes. This year she cast only 8,507. 
Therefore the population must be about 
half what it was sixteen years ago. The 
so-called State must have a much smaller 
population than in 1890, when she cast 
12,000 votes. She may bave about 30,000 
people Now. 

The State of Nevada exists only for the 
purpose of keeping two California mining 
speculators in the Senate, where they neu- 
tralize the vote of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, or some other real State. Has not 
the time come to put an end to that busi- 
ness? : 

There may be persons who will insist 
that if Nevada keeps on dwindling away 
until she has only three male inhabitants 
left she must continue to have two 
Senators and dne Representative, beeause 
she is an “indestructible State.“ Grant- 
ing her indestructibilitx.“ however, there 
is no reason why she should not be deprived 
of representation as long as she remains 
in her present impotent condition. 

It was found necessary for several years 
after 1865 to deny certain Southern Siates 
that representation in Congress to which 
they claimed they were entitled. They 
were not allowed to have Senators and Rep- 
resentatives until they had complied with 
certain conditions. They remained States, 
but did not enjoy the privileges of State- 
hood because unworthy of them. 

Congress is perfectly able to deal with the 
unprecedented condition of affairs which 
prevails in Nevada. The silver mines which 
made her all she was have been exhausted. 
She has no other mineral wealth. She has 
% agricultural resources. She has noth- 
1. „ to attract people, and as a consequence 
she is flickering out. 

A Congressional ratio is now 173,900, 
When a “sovereign State has not a moiety 
of that ratio, and there is no immediate 
prospect that she will have it, that State 
ought to be “hung up.” It should be put 
into a hospital uatil it recovers its health. 

Nevada lias not a moiety of a ratio, nora 
half of a moiety. Therefore the next Con- 
gress should pass an act setting forth the 
progressive paralysis which is afflicting 
Nevada, and declaring that until she is

The foregoing compartson shows that the 
general health of Chicago during Novembe!, 
1896, was 0 per cent better than during the 
corresponding month of 1895, without allow- 
ing anything for increase of population. 

The pulmonary troubles—bronchitis, pneu- 
monia, and consumption—are the principal 
diseases that show increase over 1805, there 
being a combined total increase of nineteen 
deaths. This result is attributed to the 
more unfavorable atmospheric: conditions of 
November, 1896.

—Two weeks later 
we gave a similar exhibition in Madison 
Square Garden under arrangements with 
the Madison Square Garden, which were 
practically the same as the Chicago deal.

“The National Board was unable to see 
any such discrepancy between the rentals 
and attendance at the two shows as there 
was in the receipts. Hence our suit.”’

Cellars Filled, 


This list in no way measures the loss of the 
business interests of Chippewa Falls. Be- 
cause of the enormous flood into the sewers 
fully half of the down-town district is flooded 
in the cellars. As a result business has been 
practically suspended for three days, the 
coal supplies being Huried under the 
avalanche of snow and water. Men have 
preferred to go to their homes, where they 
were certain of a warm fire, rather than 
submit to a temptrature which varies from 
5° below zero at 6 o’clock in the morning to 
10° above zero at noon. 

As the water swept into the engine rooms 
of the Chi wa Falls Gaslight company 
the supply of gas for the whole city was ex- 
tinguished on Monday night. In the same 
building are dynamos connecting with the 
city electric light plant, and these have been 
preserved at great risk and hardship on the 
part of employés. After all the effort to 
save the plant only 4 part of the electric 
power is available, and Secretary Coleman 
ordered that it be used for the lighting of 
the down-town portion of the city, where it 
was feared that the unscrupulous might take 
advantage of the citizens. As a result nine- 
tenths of the city is in abselute darkness, ex- 
cept where homes are provided with lamps 
and tallow dips. 

There are three railroad lines running into 
the city and two of them, the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Pauland the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, are submerged, and these lines are com- 
pelled te use the tracks of the Northwestern 
road, which has escaped, being built on 
higher ground. 

All business on the first two lines north of 
Chippewa Falls is suspended. The Wiscon- 
sin Central is the most seriously hurt, having 
two bridges which enter into this city. 
These bridges are in great danger of being 
swept away, and this may account for the 
great interest which the road is taking in 
alleviating the situation. General Manager 
Collins of the Wisconsin Central is here with 
his private car, and is accompanied by 
Bridge Superintendent J. J. Callaghan. 

Manager Collins, after having surveyed the 
whole field, is inclined to regard the situation 
with despair, but at the same time he de- 
tailed to Mr. Callaghan one of the most 
heroic ventures in the history of this flood. 
Mr. Callaghan was ordered to take charge of 
two tons of dynamite and a force of men 
and try to break up the big gorge which is 
rapidly working its way toward the city. 

Dynamiting the Gorge. 

For two days Mr. Callaghan has been 
dynamiting the gorge at Gravel Island, a 
point two mules below Chippewa Falls, in 
an endeavor to make a channel on the south 
side of the river by which the slush can find 
an outlet. The work is of the most hazard- 
ous character and has been prosecuted with 
small success in the face of fearful difil- 
culties. Ice near Gravel Island is packed 
almost to the bottom of the river under the 
hydraulic pressure of the down-coming 
fiood. Here, with a force of ten daring 
fellows, Mr. Callaghan has wrestled with 
—＋ 1 when every step meant danger 
te life. A 

The ice is piled up for acres in vast hum- 
mocks, presenting a brief picture of an 
arctic wilderness. Gravel Island is in mid- 
stream, and on each side are bluffs rising 
to a height of 100 feet. On the south bluff 
may be seen a little knot of men standing 
around a fire handling long tubes resem- 
bling the portfolios in which women carry 
their sheet music. These tubes are of paste- 
board and each holds a pound of dynamite. 
They are taken from a box and placed 
around the wood fire to thaw. 

Far beneath the men may be seen a knot 
of four others working on the jagged heights 
of the gorge. They are drilling it with the 
same precision that is taken for the blast- 
ing of a quarry. It will take an hour per- 
haps to bore for a charge of four cartridges, 
and, after this is done, an electric wire is 
carefully attached to each one of the deadly 
cartridges 

The last charge was placed almost at 
night, and the men below could be seen 
waving their hands as signals of danger. 
They rapidly eecaped from their dangerous 
footing, and, when they had mounted the 
height of the bluff, the final sign was given. 
Suddenly a tremendous explosion rent the 
air, and a hundred tons of ice went shoot- 
a upward 100 feet. 

or a moment the fierce glare of the dyna- 
mite struggled for supremacy with the icy 
voleano. Showers of ice, glowing with all 
the 12 colors, fell in beautiful col- 
umns into the swirling torrent made free 
by the discharge. 

After the day’s work was over Mr. 
Callaghan expressed his dissatisfaction with 
the results. 7 

We have barely made 100 feet! of chan- 
nel in the gorge,” said Mr. Callaghan. “ It 
looks like trying to move a mountain to 
break up this gorge. The anchor ice is 
packed solid with the exception that there 
has not been enough pressure to make ab- 
solute amalgamation. When the dynamite 
is exploded it is slush that arises in the 
air and not solid chunks of ice. Dynamite 
achieves the best results with direct resist- 
ance, and cannot accomplish much with a 
yielding force. However, we will keep at 
this work as long as there is hope, and we 
may be able to dvert a disaster.” 


Outlook Is Desperate. 


Mayor Lindley of Chippewa Falls is utter- 
ly at sea as to the outcome of the present 
situation, He has no hope of breaking up 
the ice gorge with dynamite, and cannot but 
believe that either Chippewa Falls or Eau 
Claire is to suffer when the gorge finally be- 
gins to give way. 

„The danger that confronts us immediate- 
ly,” said Mayor Lindley, “ is the terrible 
amount of back water which is being gradu- 
ally increased in volume. There are thou- 
sands of acres of submerged lands to the 
north of Chippewa Falls, and if there is a 
thawour city may escape further damage, but 
should this come suddenly I cannot look 
with any great degree of hope for the safety 
of Eau Claire, for the water, ice, and logs 
would sweep by our city and plunge with 
awful violence in the reservoir just above 
the City of Eau Claire. 

One third of that city is located on low 
ground, and is only separated from the 
reservoir by a strip of land 100 feet in width. 
The water from the 
through this strip, and if there should be a 
great pressure brought to bear on it. there 
is certainly a probability of it giving away. 
Thus an avalanche of water would be pre- 
cipitated on this town, a danger which will 
not hardly do to think of. 

Eau Claire would be somewhat in the 
position of Johnstown when it was swept 
away by the breaking of an immense 
reservoir above it. 


EAU CLAIRE FARES THE WORST. 


Relief to Chippewa Falla Would Cause 
Devastation Below. 


Eau Claire, Wis., Dec. 2.—[Special.J—A 
great number of visitors are at the scene of 
the ice gorge between here and Chippewa 
Falls. 

To realize the great danger it is only neces- 
gary to visit the banks of the Chippewa. It 
is a double-headed danger that is threatened. 
What means relief to Chippewa Falls will 
bring devastation to Eau Claire, Durand, 
and other points below here, 

The ice jam will likely remain intact, per- 
haps, for months, and only natural causes 
can break it. The river here is not rising in 
proportion to the flood above the gorge, and 
this means that the water has not yet found 
an outlet. 

John Ure of Badger Mills will be one of the 
heaviest losers by the high water and ice. 


Mr. Ure's mill and millhouses at Badger 


were in four feet of water, which has now 
frozen solid. His summer grounds, Midway 
Park, will be damaged to the extent of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The temperature has been below zero for 
the last seven or eight days, but it is now 
much warmer. Citizens here look on the 
warmth as a source of danger. The river 
here continues to fall, and that means 
trouble in the future. 

The condition of affairs was considered at 
a business-men's meeting last night, but it 
was felt that no human agency could relieve 
the situation.

The Real Estate Board yesterday resolved 
to petition the Supreme Court for a rehear- 
ing of the Torrens land law proceedings. 
Amendments to the law will be asked from 
the next Legislature, and a change in the 
present special assessment law will de de- 
manded. 

Willis G. Jackson denounced the delay of 
the Supreme Court in handing down a de- 
Cision on the constitutionality of the Torrens 
land law the failure of the court to de- 
cide on more than one point in the law as 
„ contumely towards the public.“ 

These words from the man who is known 
as the “father of the Torrens land law” 
created no little excitement among the Real 
Estate Board members. His words were 
accompanied with a resolution. A motion 
made to request the press not to print 
the attack on the court for fear it might 
seem to be the expression of the board was 
lost. 

No action was taken by the board on the 
Jackson resolution. : 

Words of Mr. Jackson. 

In discussing the question at issue Mr. 
Jackson spoke as follows: 

on Jan. 14, 1801, the” attention ot. this 
board was first called to the Torrens system 
of real estate transfers by President Jack- 
son in his annual report. From that time 
until today the subject has been the most 
important one we have had to deal with. 

Lou all know something of the work done 
by this board in the winters of 1893 and 1895 
to secure the passage of a bili for the adop- 
tion of the Torrens system. It was success- 
ful only so far as applied to Cook County, 
subject there to a vote of the people, and on 
November, 1895, it was adopted by an over- 
whelming majority, in spite of the hard work 
it is to get votes for other objects than regu- 
lar party tickets, with the Australian bal- 
lot.

“The law being adopted, to give land- 
owners confidence in availing themselves of 
it, an agreed case was taken up to the Su- 
preme Court of this State to decide on xs 
legality. Of course on so important a ques- 
tion a prompt decision on all the points 
would be given by the people’s servants, so 
the people thought. 

Attacks the Supreme Court. 

But what were the facts? This case, that 
might have been fully decided in forty-eight 
hours after the arguments were made, was 
delayed and dragged along-nine montha, and 
then only one point in the case was decided. 
although these Judges knew, if they are fit 
Tor their positions, that if this system that 
the people said they wantd was to te of any 
use to them all these points must be decided. 
By their delay and by their neglect to decide 
all the points in the case the Supreme Court 
has treated the public with contumely. A 
demand should be made fora rehearing next 
month, and a prompt decision on the whole 
case. If refused, the court should be cited 
before the bar of public opinion for con- 
tempt of the people.” 

The remarks of Mr. Jackson followed the 
report of the committee appointed by the 
Real Estate Board to assist County Record 
er Chase in starting the Register’s office 
under the Torrens system. 


Report on the Torrens Law. 


This report reviewed the work of th - 
ister’s office while the law was in Proline 
It contained a statement from Theodore 
Sheldon, William H. Holden, and Frank 
Scales, examiners of the Torrens Registry 
office, that from Jan. 20 to Nov. 9, 1896, there 
were registered 130 titles under the system. 
It is estimated that three-fourths of the 
property so registered averaged less than 
$2,500 in value. The examiners, pursuant to 
the direction of the committee, have given 
notice of a rehearing in the two cases pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court—brought to iegt 
the validity of the Torrens act. The petition 
for rehearing will not be considered by the 
court until the March term, and, if granted, 
the decision will probably not be reached 
until after the adjournment of the next Leg- 
islature. , 

The report closed with a resolution cre- 
ating a permanent Torrens Law committee, 
consisting of Josiah L. Lombard, Dunlap 
Smith, J. R. Donnersberger, E. H. Fishburn, 
E. S. Dreyer, W. G. Jackson, H. 8. Dietrich, 
W. A. Bond, and Louis A. Seeberger. 

By a vote of the board this committee was 
given full power to act both in the matter of 
securing a rehearing of the Torrens cases 
and in submitting amendments to the law 
to the next Legislature, which may be neces- 
sary to make it constitutional. The commit- 
tee will have complete charge of the reform 
of land title registry and was instructed to 
push the matter in every possible way. 

A committee consisting of Marvin A. Farr, 
John H. Trumbull, and Charles L. Ham- 
mond was appointed to consult with Judge 
Carter in reference to certain changes to be 
submitted to the Legislature in the law gov- 
erning special assessments, which it is be- 
lieved will lessen the burden of levies for 
special improvements.

PRESENT PLANS FOR TRACK ELEVATION 


Representatives of Railroad Compa- 
nies Meet Council Committee on 
a Crossing Matter. 


Present Indications are thought to be, by 
those in charge of the problem of abolishing 
the dangerous grade crossing at Sixteenth 
and Clark streets and the elevation of the 
St. Charles Air Line tracks from the lake 
to the river, that a solution will be effected 
within two weeks. 

Yesterday afternoon representatives of all 
the roads interested appeared before the 
Council Committee on Track Elevation and 
exhibited drawings of the plans 

“This plan appears practicable.” Chair- 
man O'Neill said, and it looks as if we are 
nearer a solution of the problem than ever 
before. Any reasonable plan the roads will 
agree upon will be acceptable to this com- 
mittee. I understand that all the roads have 
agreed upon this plan.“ 

„ My road has not formally agreed to it,” 
remarked Chief Engineer Doran of the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana. 

No, your road evidently does not want 
to agree to anything,” replied Chairman 
O'Neill sharply. “If it does not agree to 
some plan soon the city will stop every train 
which attempts to cross streets at grade. 
The law gives us authority to do this, and we 
will do it.“ 

The plan presented provides for the rais- 
ing of Clark street eight feet by means of a 
viaduct, the St. Charles Air Line being the 
only road crossing at grade. The Chicago 
and Western Indiana and the Santa Fé 
tracks are depressed seven feet, and the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern and 
Chicago’ Rock Island and Pacific tracks are 
elevated eight feet above the viaduct at 
Clark street. The St. Charles Air Line and 
the street cars which cross at Clark street 
on the viladuct are to be supplied with a 
system of interlocking switches. The plan 
for elevating the tracks of the St. Charles 
Air Line from the lake to the river provides 
fora uniform elevation of fourteen feet, with 
subways at Indiana, Michigan, and Wabash 
avenues, State and Dearborn streets.

ALTGELD’S PARDON MILL IS WORKING 


Record of the Governor for November 
Seven Convicts Set Free and the 
Sentences of Six Are Commuted.

Springfield, III., Dec. 2.—[Special.}—Since 
the election Gov. Altgeld has been granting 
pardons with his old-time industry. During 
November, after the third day thereof, he 
pardoned seven convicts and commuted the 
sentences of six others, making thirteen in 
all. Except in two or three instances no 
reasons are assigned. 

During November also (but mostly before 
the election) he restored the rights of cit- 
izenship to twenty-nine ex-convicts. Fol- 
lowing is a list of those pardoned: 

Clarence F. Rix, sent for an indefinite term 
to Joliet in March, 18096, for forgery. 

William Rue of Pike County, sentenced for 
an indefinite term in April, 1896, to Joliet 
for burglary. 

Louis Baker of Springfield, sentenced in 
October, 1896, for an indefinite term to 
Chester for larceny. 

-Willlam F. Moore of Will County, sen- 
tenced in September, 1804, to ten years at 
Joliet for forgery. 

John Dohney of Chicago, sentenced in 
June, 1895, for a three-year term at Joliet 
for working a confidence game. , 

John Akin of Gallatin County, sentenced 
in March, 1878, to the Chester prison, for life 
for murder. 

Herman. J. Franche of Chicago, sentenced 
in April, 1895, for five years to the Joliet 
prison for forgery. 

Following are the commutations of sen- 
tences: 

Thomas Maxwell of Jackson county, sen- 
tenced in April, 1894, to Chester for five 
years for a confidence game, commuted to 
three years. 

Louis Jackson of Clinton County, sentenced 
to the Chester prison in May, 1889, for life 
for murder, commuted to fifty-two and one-

Henry Lyons of Chicago, sentenced in 
June, 1890, for life to the Joliet prison for 
murder, commuted to twenty years.

Kinley, and are now being arranged for the 
reception of the distinguished guest. 

They form a private suite, fronting west, 
south, and east. Along the greater length 
the wide windows look down upon that sec- 
tion of Fourteenth street with which Maj 
McKinley. became very familiar during his 
years of Congressional life, and known 
throughout the country as Newspaper 
row.” A private corridor will be set aside, 
and the rooms not required by the President 
will not be occupied, thus securing to Mr. 
McKinley absolute privacy. He will be as 
seclujed as if in a private house. Private 
parlors on the first floor will be set aside for 


his exclusive use, and a separate dining” 


room, reached by a private staircase, will be 
reserved for him. 

There are ten rooms in the suite selected 
by Abner McKinley. They are on the third 
floor and are Rooms Nos. 301, 303, 304, 306, 
308, 310, 312, and the three rooms having a 
separate entrance from the private corridor, 
and known as No. 332. These three rooms 
are the most delightful in the hotel, and dur- 
ing their occupancy by the President those 
bridal couples selecting the time of inaugu- 
ration in which to spend their honeymcon in 
Washington will have to take less magnifi- 
cent quarters in the hotel. 

In these rooms are included Rooms Nos. 
203, 804, and 308, occupied by Maj. McKinley 
during his Congressional life after 1882. 
Prior to that he occupied for six years three 
rooms in the same part of the house on the 
first floor. During the later years of his life 
in Congress, however, he preferred the se- 
clusion of the rooms on the third floor. A 
parlor bedroom and office were included, the 
oflice being Room No. 303, Here he did 
much of the work of preparing the tariff 
bill that bears his name, and.in this little 
apartment have gathered at times the fore- 
most representatives of American wealth 
The aggregate wealth represented in that 
room from first to last would buy Cuba, free 
Ireland, or change the map of Europe. 

The rooms now to be occupied by Ma). Mc- 
Kinley are arranged along both sides of the 
corridor, and extend the full length of the 
house on Fourteenth street. They are well 
lighted and ventilated, and before the Pres- 
ident arrives will be entirely refurnished. 
The ceilings and walls have been frescoed 
in tasteful tints, and handsome heavy 
carpets have been ordered. On the first floor

Issued by Commissioner Downey After 
Ex-Judge Grinnell Agrees to Many 
Conditions of Property-Owners. 


A permit was issued yesterday to the Chi- 
cago City railway company to string trolley 
wires in Indiana avenue. It was issued 
when the company had agreed to the condl- 
tions asked by the property-owners. 


and admitted that the company had a 
jority of the frontage, aceording to — 
Ex-Judge Grinnell, for his company, ob- 
jected vigorously to several of the condi- 
tions, but finally agreed to accept all ex- 
cept one requiring the company to place 
. electric lights at all street intersettiona 
After the permit had been drawn up end 
approved by Attorney Bliss on behalf of the 
property-owners, ex-Judge Grinnell formal- 


terms the company is to use side poles set 
upon a cement foundation; no poles are to 
be erected in front of doorways or drive 
ways; the poles are to bé of iron, and set 
exactly on a line with one another; the com- 
is required to pave, keep in repair, and 

the sixteen feet in the center of the 
street; and the work must be completed 
within ninety days. Following are the con- 
ditions of the permit: ; 


1. That said trolley wire shall be suspended over 
each track by an ornamental iron or steel pole, 
‘“* which poles shall be placed on an average of not 
less thah 115 feet apart. and no poles shall be set 
at the intersection of streets or alleys.’ 

2. That said electric cars shall run from Fifty- 
first street, along Indiana avenue, and as traſlers 
of cable trains to the down-town center, with- 
out change of cars at Thirty-ninth street, carry- 
ing passengers to and from the park. During 
“rush hours north of Fifty-first street, from 
fourteen to sixteen cars shall be operated, running 
at intervals between cars of about four and a half 
minutes, and during the balance of the time from 
six to eight cars shall be run, the intervals be- 
tween trains or cars north of Thirty-ninth street 
being one-half that south of Thirty-ninth street, 
similar to the arrangements at State street and 
Cottage Grove avenue at Thirty-ninth street. 
Cars shall run till midnight. 

3. That said cars shall be well heated and light- 
ed, and no wires shall be suspended from said 
poles except a trolley wire over each trac 

4. The company shall pave, in conformity with 
the paving on either side of the tracks, and keed 
in repair and sprinkle the sixteen feet embracing 
its tracks, and shall paint said poles a gray or 
drab color, to be first submitted to’ the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and some member of the 
Indiana Avenue Improvement Association. 

5. That the said poles shall be set half in curb 
and half in street; and in every case, so far as 
practicable, the said poles shall be set on lot lines, 


| and in every case none shall be set in front of 


doorways or driveways. 

6. That when the construction is finished the 
said poles shall be perpendicular and exact in 
line, so that looking up or down the street each 
pole shall be plumb with every other on the same 
side, and said poles shall be set in concrete. 

7. That the extra provisions hereinabove incor- 
porated and numbered from 1 to 7 shall constitute 
a part of this permit, the Commissioner of Public 
Works reserving the right and privilege to him to 
withdraw or annul the same and remove the said 
poles from the said street [Indiana avenue] if 
said above conditions are not complied with by the 
said Chicago City railway company. 

The said company shall accept this permit in 
writing and in case said acceptance is not made 
to the Commissioner of Public Works this permit 
shall be null and void. 

After the permit had been issued Attorney 
Bliss said: We are well satisfied with the 
outcome of the case. The property-owners 
will not take the case into court.’’ 

Ex-Ju Grinnell said: Tacarry out our 

agreement will cost usa large sum of money, 
but we will keep our part of the bargain.

DEALERS FEAR GLASS WILL GO HIGHER 


Discuss the Possible Effect on the Mar- 
ket of the New Trust Formed 
at Indianapolis. 


Dealers fear that glass is likely to go still 
higher as the result of the trust formed on 
Tuesday. at Indianapolis by the combined 
manufacturers of the West and East. The 
price is much higher today than it was in 
May, when the factories suspended opera- 
tions. 

It is hard to tell,“ George F. Kimball 
said yesterday, whether the price will be 
raised still more, though, of course, it is 
possible that the manufacturers may decide 
to ask higher prices in view of the better 
times and the resumption of work. The 
agreement means work for 15,000 men and 
the end of the common glass famine. Some 
sizes are unobtainable anywhere in the 
country. 

“Of the 15,000 men who will step into 
places on Dec. 14 as the result of a settle- 
ment with the Glass-Workers’. Union one- 
half are in Pittsburg, three-cighths are in 
Indiana, and the rest are in New Jersey. 
The Wages committees of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and the union agreed on a 
scale on last year’s wages. The manufac- 
turers hope for a duty on foreign glass, for, 
as the situation now is, home- producers 
cannot sell their goods in the Eastern ports, 
such as New York or Boston.’

TO CHANGE GRAND JURY DRAWINGS. 


Action Taken by Caucus of the New 
County Board. 

To applicants for jobs and to expectant 
party workers the caucus of the new County 
Board held yesterday was disappointing. 
It did not take up the question of patronage 
at all. 

The caucus devoted itself chiefly to a’re- 
vision of rules governim@g the board, and an 
agreement was entered into that a new sys- 
tem of drawing grand juries should be 
adopted. : 

With the exception of James C. Irwin the 
entire new board was present. President 
Healy said he had called the meeting to get 
acquainted with the new members, and ai 
the same time to present a few matters 
which he thought needed immediate action. 
He had in mind the correction of the abuses 
of the present plan of drawing grand juries, 
and he presented a long communication on 
the subject. 

In the communication, which was read by 
the clerk, the President referred to the 
scandals which have arisen out of the pres- 
ent system of jury drawing, expressed him- 
self as opposed to the appointment of a jury 
commission, suggested that the matter of 
jury drawing should be placed in the hands 
of the Election Commissioners, and con- 
cluded as follows, in view of the present 
requirements of the law: 

would suggest that on or before Jan. 
1, 1897,. each member of this board prepare 
a list of 100 electors between the ages of 21 
and 60 years, and possessing the necessary 
legal qualifications for jury service, to be 
known as the grand jury list. 

“The name of each person on said list 
shall be entered in a book, to be kept for that 
purpose, in A B C order by the committee 
clerk, and opposite said name shall be en- 
tered the age of,said person, his occupa- 
tion, if any, his place of residence, giving 
street and number, if any, whether or not 
he is a householder residing with his fam- 
ily, and whether or not he is a free holder, 
and the name of the Commissioner selecting 
said person. 

The Board of Commissioners shall causo 
each of said names to be written on a sep- 
arate ticket with the age, place of residence, 
and occupation of each, if known, the whole 
to be put in a box to be kept for that pur- 
pose and to be known as the grand jury box. 

The jurors so selected shall, as near as pos- 
sible, be residents of different parts of the 
county and of different occupations. 

It a grand jury shall be required by order 
of the Judge for any term of court it shall 
be the duty of the County Board, in open 
board meeting, to draw from said grand jury 
box after said names have been well shaken 
up by the clerk of the board, and one of 
the members of the board being blindfoldel 
shall, without partiality, draw from said 
box the names of ‘twenty-three persons, a5 
provided by law, to be known as the grand 
jury for the term of court, as prov ided in 
the order for a grand jury.“ 

The recommendations of President Healy 
were adopted as made, except that the num- 
ber of names to be supplied by each Com- 
missioner was reduced to thirty and the 
maximum age limit was abolished. The 
list as prepared will be published. The 
grand jury for January will be drawn as has 
been the custom hertofore.
